PRIVATE BANK INSPECTION. 

The private bank of the late Rufus N. 
Ramsay at Carlyle, III., would, under any 
efficient system of State inspection, have 
been closed a dozen years ago. Within 
the last fourteen years the bank lost 
$55,000.. During the ten years preceding 
Ramsay's death it was operated without 
a cent of capital. Ramsay himself was a 
large borrower from the funds of his de- 
positors. Yet he was reported in the 
mercantile reports to be worth a quarter 
of a million dollars above all liabilities. 

If Illinois had a bank inspection law 
as good as that it applies to the regula- 
tion of building and loan associations, 
such banking could not continue six 
months.. Without such a law there is ab- 
solutely no protection of depositors in 
private banks and no assurance that 
there are not now many Illinois institu- 
tions in as hopeless bankruptcy as the 
bank at Carlyle for ten years before its 
failure. © g 


HURRY UP THE BURIAL. 


The people of St. Louis will be apt to 
be sympathetic with the purpose of an 
ordinance introduced in the City Council 
Tuesday night by Alderman Keyes. 

What is wanted is the burying of all 

overhead wires at the earliest possible 
moment. Under the ordinänce recently 
adopted the work need not be completed 
until 1900. Under the proposed ordi- 
nance the entire work must be finished 
before December, 1897. In order to make 
this possible companies are to be author- 
ized to bury their wires thirty days after 
approval of the ordinance. 
The discovery that the two ordinances 
now standing conflict with and invalidate 
each other clears the way for expediting 
the work of getting the wires under- 
ground. The recent decision of the Su- 
preme Court clearly defining the rights 
of the city in control of the conduits re- 
moves one of the reasons for delay.

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IMPORTANT EXPERIMENTS. 


State Board of Agriculture to Make 
Interesting Tests. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., June 10.—Arrangements 

have been completed by the Executive Com- 


mittee of the Missouri State Board of Ag- 
riculture for a series of experiments with 
Texas cattle to ascertain the value dip- 
ping infected Southern cattle in some fluid 
that will kill the Texas tick, with a view 
of rendering them incapable of spreading 
the infection. Native cattle will be inocu- 
lated with a serum in order to render them 
immune to the Southern fever, thereby en- 
abling Missouri breeders to supply Texas 
with improved males. Experiments will also 
be conducted to ascertain what connection, 
if any, the Texas tick has in communicat- 
ing splenetic fever. A box of ticks have 
been received from Australia by Prof. Wal- 
ters, director of the experiment station. 
This is supposed to be a fever bearing in- 
sect, and will be thoroughly tested on na- 
tive cattle. 
Dr. E. T. White, State Veterinary Sur- 
geon, has completed his arrangements for 
an investigation of the dairy herds of St. 
Louis for tuberculosis; and has been in- 
structed to proceed with the work at once, 
Steps are also bejng taken to make further 
inquiries- as to the causes, nature and rem- 
edy far hog cholera and swine plague dur- 
ing the coming fall. Reports of outbreaks, 
with a history of preceding conditions, are 
desired by the experiment station, and 
should be sent to the board at Columbia.

A FEW GOLD MEN MAY GET on 
: THE DELEGATION. 


BUT ONLY BY SUFFERANCE. 


And They Will Be Forced to Take a 
Pledge to Vote for the Adoption 
of a Free Coinage Plank. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 10.—Every 
day that passes brings additional reports 
of Democratic County Conventions declar- 
ing for free silver coinage at the ratio of 
16 to 1. Not one county has so far de- 
clared for the single gold standard, and 
about 70 of the 92 have expressed their 
sentiments: The gold men at last seem 
to have seen the handwriting on the wall 
and efforts are now being niade to get the 
two wings of the party together for the 
selection of delegates to the Chicago con- 
vention. In his original plan Gov. Matthews 
had selected several gold men to be National 
Convention delegates, because they were 
men of long political experience well known 
outside the State, a he tho t they 
would be of material assistance to his boom 
in Chicago. When it suddenly developed 
that the silver men proposed to exert abso- 
lute control in the séleetion of delegates, the 
Governor did not urge this idea. 

Until two or ‘three days ago the silver 
leaders were disinclined to consent to any 
man going to the convention who was not 
known to be “all right“ on the money 
question, but the indications now are that 
an understanding will be reached by which 
several well-known gold men will be chosen, 
These men, however, will be made to pledge 
themselves to vote for the adoption of a 
free ccinage plank in the re 

Hugh Daughérty of Bluffton is one of the 
gold men who davors Matthews’ nomina- 
tion and whom the Governor desired to be 
a delegate. Datigherty is a man of ex- 
tended political experience who has been a 
delegate to many Democratic National Con- 
ventions. 8 

Mr. Daugherty says there is not a dis- 
position on the part of the free silver people 
to crowd the gold standard Democrats out of 
the party. “I believe there is much better 
feeling than there was a few weeks ago, 
said he. “I think a satisfactory understand- 
we will be reached.“ 

P. Sheerin, Secretary of the National 
Democratic Committee, met Mr. Daugherty 
here. They talked over the situation in the. 
Friday Mr. 
Sheerin will go to Chicago to meet with the 
Sub-Committee of the National Committee 
which is arranging for the convention. 


DISTRUST OF M’KINLEY. 


Ohio Republicans Afraid of His Free 
Silver Ideas. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 10.—The World’s staff 
correspondent at Columbus, O., believes 
that there is an increasing distrust for 
Mr. McKinley which may make itself felt 


at the St. Louis convention. He attributes 
this largely to the resurrection and publi- 
cation of the Major’s silver letter to the 
Farmers’ Alliance. In to-day's World Mr, 
Creelman says, from Columbus: 

But for the determined efforts of Maj. 
McHinley’s personal representatives. in the 
Ohio convention the money plank of the 
State platform would have contained an 
outright declaration against the free and 
unlimited coinage of silver. That fact can 
be no longer concealed. Mr. McKinley was 
directly res ble for the vague language 
of the “straddie’’ which the convention 
adopted. 

Some of the ablest Republicans in the 
State proposed a frank, explicit announce- 
ment that the R publican party was op- 
posed to free silvér. The members of the 
Committee on Resolutions, who were rec- 
ognized as McKiniey’s spokesmen and rep- 
resentatives, insisted that there should be 
no utterance committing the party to an 
absolute anti-silver position. 

They were all aware at the time that 
Mr. McKinley in his last struggle to retain 
his seat in Congress had written a letter 
to the Secretary of the Farmers’ Alliance 
in Stark County pledging himself to free 
silver cvinage in these words: 1 am in 
favor of the use of all silver product of tthe 
United States for money as a circulating 
medium.“ . 

The sound money men of Ohio are be- 
coming more and more anxious over the 
St. Louls money plank. They know Me- 
Kinley’s weakness and they want a plat- 
form that will bind him so that he could 
ot favor a free silver bill after- 
ward. If Mr. McKinley is not nominated 
on the first three or four ballots it is proba- 
ble that the Ohio delegation will split. 
These are hard facts.

The police 
first became suspicious'of her and her son- 
in-law, Arthur E. Palmer, early in April, 
when the bodies of a number of children, 
apparently strangled to death, were recov- 
ered from the river Thames.
